W. Butler, one ot the most noted crim inals 
in tire State o f Ohio, son o f Dr. George But­ 
ler, a wealthy physician o f Columbus, (*., 
was executed at Columbia City. Ind., to­ 
day for the murder o f Ahhie Butler, his 
young wife, at Piorceton. Ind., on Septem- 
Ikt 29, 1.333. 
After his arrest for murder 
Butler was incarcerated in the jail at Co­ 
lum bia City to wait his trial. 
During his 
confinem ent in jail lie succeeded in effect­ 
ing liis escape, and for som e days was at 
liberty, but was subsequently recaptured. 
His trial occupied nearly a m onth. 
A ll 
that wealth and influence could do was 
done to save him from thegallow s, but with 
no avail. 
Up to last evening Butler pre­ 
served the most stoical indifference as to his 
fate, but w hen advices were received last 
night that the Supreme Court and Gov­ 
ernor had refused to interfere in his be­ 
h alf Butler broke com pletely down and 
wept bitterly. 
H e asked for a Catholic 
priest to adm inister spiritual consolation, 
lie walked calm ly to the scaffold and made 
an incoherent speech, declaring that those 
concerned in his conviction would be sorry 
for it. 
Death was by strangulation.

To" appreciate this mar­ 
velously low price for that country w e must 
notice that the yearly average has never 
been as low as s' 20 per bushel since 1351. 
It was SI Oft' that year, but had not been 
:ts low in any previous year since 1730, and 
even then tiie average price for the year 
was $1 03. 
To all appearance the English 
average for July, August and September 
m ust have been about SI 08, a yearly aver­ 
age not touched for over 100 years. 
Com­ 
m enting on the low prices, the London 
E<i>iiuhii;,t says» “ T h e ch ief reason o f this 
is that the m eans o f com m unication with 
those countries 
beyond 
Europe, when* 
w heat can be so cheaply ground, are so 
vastly increased and so much less costly 
than they used to he.”

S C IE N T IF IC 
N O TES. 


It is announced that the total number of 
known Australian fishes now amounts to 
1,291 species. 
The Bartholdi statue is composed of an 
inner skeleton of steel and an outer coating 
of copper. 
There was danger that electric 
currents would 
he 
established, which 
would before many years cause the copper 
to disappear, but this, it K said, has been 
overcome by General Stone. 
Wliat effect intense cold might have 
upon microbes has been tried by K. Pictet 
and E. Y’ling. 
Many of the lower varie­ 
ties of organisms withstood temperatures 
as low as 70° to 130° C. for several hours, 
while other organisms were either killed 
or lost their germinating functions. 
The following is said to he the composi­ 
tion of Eno’s fruit sa lt; Sulphate of mag­ 
nesia, two parts; citrate of magnesia, two 
parts; bicarbonate of soda, two parts; 
tartaric acid, two parts ; powdered sugar, 
four parts. 
Thoroughly dry, mix and pre­ 
serve in well-stoppered bottles. 
Dr. Tyndall states that of the radiant 
energy set tip by a gas llame only the 1 
part is luminous: the hot products of com­ 
bustion carry oil' at lea-t four times as 
much energy as 1- radiated, so that not 
inure than one-hundredth part of the heat 
evolved in combustion is converted into 
light.

country, particularly in the Bergen prov­ 
ince, and in Thelemarken, where the pri­ 
mitive customs of the country are still 
preserved, though in other parts they are 
rapidly disappearing before the inevitable 
advance of civilization. 
These crowns are 
very elaborate and, on the whole, uneom- 
fortalile-looking erections. 
They are pro­ 
fusely decorated with inexpensive gems; 
but tawdry as they often are, they are 
saeradly preserved as heirlooms, and arc 
proudly shown by their possessors to their 
children and grandchildren as titles of 
honor, if not to nobility.

the Penal Code, which orders that “ every 
person condemned to death shall have his 
liead cutoff’;” and in place of “ the mutila­ 
tion of the convict’s body,” “ the employs 
ment—as long as it may be thought im­ 
possible to abolish punishment by death— 
of a physical or chemical agency sufficient­ 
ly powerful to destroy life instantaneously.” 
In .--[>ite of M. Charton’s proposal, the guil­ 
lotine may be expected to continue its 
sanguinary reign for some years longer; 
and now t hat centennial celebrations are so 
much in fashion it is not improbable that 
in I SiiJ the hundredth year of its existence 
will be commemorated, 
it was the inven­ 
tion, as everyone knows, of Dr. Guillotin, 
who, in the memoir on the subject which he 
presented to the National Assembly, re­ 
commending its adoption, declared that 
he had borrowed the idea from a machine 
of the same kind formerly employed in 
England.

Intellectually a stupor amounting almost 
to paralysis arrests the reason, precipitat­ 
ing all the higher functions into a mere 
animalism.

A s to the extent 
o f credit compared w ith the volum e o f 
business, there is less of the former in pro­ 
portion to the latter than there was ten or 
tw elve years ago. 
In retail business the 


c a sh system has 
been 
rapidly gaining 
ground, and it is promoted by the co-oper­ 
ative system s. 
These latter are grow ing 
m arvelously, and are o f vast benefit to the 
laboring and m iddle classes. 
The elabora­ 
tion on this topic iu m any of the reports is 


so fraught with new interest that we shall 
m ake it the subject o f a distinct article. 
As to the classes o f evils o f credit, the 
report show s that w ithin proper lim its 
credit is recognized in England, as in all 
modern com m unities, as useful, and the 
evils o f it reside in its excess. 
Invariably 
the lower classes sutler m ost from the ills 
o f credit. 
T he large class of m en who 
com e into sm all legacies, or hoard up sm all 
sum s and seem possessed o f an uncon­ 
trollable desire to “ go into b u sin e ss/'are 
great 
sufferers. 
T hey lack experience, 
they sell upon credit, their customers are 
largely bad in repaym ent; the manage­ 
m ent is apt to be loose, and, as their sm all 
capital is tied up largely in supplies crip­ 
pled by credit, they soon com e to grief. To 
all such the granting o f credit is a positive 
evil. There is no single com m odity dealt in 
at Manchester that com m ands a cash return 
in preference to any other, but raw pro­ 
duce is more truly a cash article than when 
manufactured, since the former m ay be 
sold at any m om ent, or m oney be borrowed 
upon it. but the manufactured article must 
await a demand. 
W e must pass, for the jiresent, the con­ 
sideration o f credits o f record, as mortgages, 
judgements, 
etc.; 
bankruptcy and dis­ 
charge from debt; resum ption by the bank­ 
rupt: the m aking and losing o f fortunes, 
and the geucraI effects o f credit, as these 
subjects present in a hundred phrases ac­ 
cording to the conditions o f trade in vari­ 
ous countries, the laws, custom s anil con­ 
trolling factors o f commerce. 
There are considerations as to the stim u­ 
lating effect o f credit that rise into p h ilo­ 
sophical importance according to som e o f 
the reports. 
Thus, we are told that in 
Auckland the confidence of the public in 
the honesty and capacity o f a m erchant is 
proportioned to his ability to secure credit. 
H e who gives credit takes part o f the risk 
o f the debtor’s enterprise, and is tints in­ 
terested in its success, and does all lie can 
to forward it. 
Hut there seems to be no 
account taken, according to this report, of 
that public confidence in personal honesty 
and capability which is elsew here extended 
to the man w ho pays cash, and whose suc­ 


cess is not dependent upon obtaining credit. 
Yet the fact, of cash-down argum ents being 
invariably made, measures the ability to 
obtain credit. 
Hence Consul Griffin should 
have stated the latter prem ise as a part of 
his syllogism . 
From Spain com es the statem ent that 
bankruptcy is less prevalent than in any 
other country in the w hole o f Europe. 
From H olland we learn o f sumptuary 
laws 
relating to 
credit, 
under 
which 
the 
creditor 
may

im prisonm ent 
for

acts o f bankruptcy : extravagance in house­ 
hold expenses; 
losing at gam ing, or in 
hazardous operations depending m erely on 
chance: raising money, or selling goods at 
a loss and below market price, when the 
assets am ount to less than 00 per cent, of 
the debts; issuing commercial paper for 
more than three tim es the am ount of assets. 
One ot the most interesting papers in the 
volum e is by an expert on chartered ac­ 
countants in England. 
These constitute an 
association o f over 1,200 skilled account­ 
ants. acting under royal charter, and liy the 
aid of which any firm or individual for a 
sm all sum ran have the hooks, accounts 
and details o f his business supervised, ex­ 
ported, detect* d and rejiorted upon in the 
rno-t thorough and rapid manner. 
It i< 
conceived ro lie an alm ost certain cheek 
upon defalcation, upon false ideas o f one's 
business condition, false balances and pecu­ 
lation by subordinates, and is looked upon 
in England as an indispensable system . It

Dr. Clein has felt no ill effects. 
T he San 
Francisco Report concludes that the experi- 
ment»doe3 not disprove Dr. K och’s theory. 
It adds: 
“ T he fact that the 
microbes 
which Dr. Clein sw allow ed did not produce 
cholera is no proof that they were not the 
seeds o f that disease. 
Germs o f disease do 
not act the sam e on all people. 
In every 
epidem ic there are num berless instances 
where o f two persons subjected to precisely 
the sam e conditions, one will take the dis­ 
ease and die and the other not he affected. 
Dr. Clein was not affected by the microbes 
ho swallowed, but another m an m ight 
have died o f cholera had lie tried the sam e 
experim ent.” 
This is reasoning in a circle, 
and it is begging the question also. 
The 
burden o f proof is upon Dr. Koch, and not 
upon those w ho doubt the soundness o f his 
theory. 
Since the great mass o f m en are 
liable, under like conditions, to the cholera, 
and more so than any other epidem ic dis­ 
ease, it was reasonable to suppose that the 
germs would m anifest them selves in the 
system of Dr. Clein. 
To say that had an­ 
other man sw allowed the microbes cholera 
“ m ig h t” have developed, is puerility o f 
reasoning, and precisely as forcible as So 
say 
that 
lie 
m ight' have 
had 
St. 
Vitus' 
dance. 
W e subm it 
that 
when 
a medical scientist and m icroscopist finds 
in the choleratie discharge a living m i­ 
crobe and succeeds in artificially cultivat­ 
ing it : that when he announces the theory 
that this microbe is the germ o f the dis­ 
ease, and related to that disease alone; 
that as it is the cause as w ell as the result 
of the disease it should both produce the 
disease and again result from it, and a man 
of ordinary physical strength takes these 
living 
germs into his system , and no 
ill results, that the theory o f the affirma­ 
tive is sadly shaken. 
The trouble with the 
adherents to K och’s theory is that they as­ 
sum e the microbe, because found as a result 
o f cholera,will again produce it. 
Obviously 
this does not justify faith until fortified by 
proof. 
It by no m eans follow s that germs 
developing in disease w.ill reproduce the 
ailm ent, but we are ready to admit the rea­ 
sonableness o f the claim that they w ill— 
but it is not a conclusive one.

surely as tlie day dawns and the night set­ 
tles down upon earth.

is certainly one o f the m ost, if not the most, 
exhaustive newspaper directories ever is­ 
sue;!. 
T he tabulation o f journals is ac­ 
com panied by notes o f location and popu­ 
lation o f the eitv, town and county in 
which each naper is published.

Then follow the counties, to each being 
given a brief sketch setting forth the lead­ 
ing statistical facts, and item s relating to 
produce, character o f soil, extent and char­ 
acter o f trade, m anufacturing interests, 
etc., and concluding with a list o f papers 
published 
in 
the 
county, 
w ith 
in­ 
formation 
concerning 
each. 
Besides 
all 
this 
there 
are 
separate 
classifi­ 
cations 
o f 
religious, 
secret 
society, 
agricultural, m edical, trade, educational, 
college, juvenile, scientific and m iscella­ 
neous publications, and of papers pub­ 
lished in America in foreign tongues. 
The 
work is extended to Canada and all Jhc 
Territories. 
It gives, beside information 
about newspapers and other journals, m uch 
independent statistical inform ation, as the 
population o f cities, counties and towns, 
political majorities by counties, the white, 
colored and < 'hiñese population, tlie loca­ 
tion o f county scats, and som e account of 
the surface and nature o f the soil and its 
adaptability to the growth o f agricultural 
staples: in short, it is difficult and will con­ 
sum e undue space to cuter into any thor­ 
ough exposition o f the full contents o f this 
very useful volume, and which is a direct­ 
ory and gazetteer com bined. 
It is probably 
as'perfect a wn:k of its order as it is possible 
to issue. 
Few more interesting sketches o f prom i­ 
nent living characters have appeared than 
that entitled " Uur Chancellor." by Moritz 
Busch, 
translated from the German by 
W m. Beatty-K ingstou. 
It is from the piv­ 
ot'(bu s. Scribner’s Sons. New York, and is 
for sale by C. S. Houghton. Sacramento, at 
$2 50. 
It is an analysis o f the policy of 
Bismarck as a statesman, and a sketch of 
his life, including an elaborate account of 
his faith and moral code o f statesm anship, 
his religious views, his diplom atic history, 
etc. 
It treats fully o f his policy regarding 
Russia, Austria, France and Polish preten­ 
sions, and his attitude toward Socialism 
and the press. 
It is likew ise am ple in 
treatm ent o f his private life. 
It is written 
by a friendly hand, and yet by a critic 
with honest* convictions, 
and so well 
balanced a judgm ent as not to be led 
into enthusiasm at the expense o f historical 
accuracy, or into laudation at the expense 
o f truth. 
Busch, from 1870 to the present 
year, had opportunities for closely study­ 
ing his subject. 
H e has given to literature 
a critical biography that illum inates m od­ 
ern history and presents one o f its m ost 
prominent figures in a strong light, disa­ 
busing the reader’s m ind o f m any errors 
and prejudices, and putting the German 
policy m such a clear light that there can 
he no misapprehension concerning it. Uur 
reading has extended only to the close o f 
the first volum e (two being bound in one), 
but this has been sufficient to com mend 
the work to our taste and judgm ent very 
highly. 
From U. S. Houghton, Sacramento, we 
have tw o large 
volum es published by 
(’liarles Scribner’s Sons, being the “ Life o f 
Frederick Denison Maurice." edited by his 
son Frederick. 
T he story o f Maurice’s life 
is told chiefly in his own letters—they form 
the substantive part o f the biography, each 
adding som ething to (lie story o f the life o f 
a man* of great intellect and earnest resolve.

opens with 
an account o f 
his 
early 
years, the 
passage o f 
the 
old 
Puritans 
into 
the 
modern 
U ni­ 
tarians, 
the 
collegiate 
life 
o f 
Maurice, his early literary works, his expe­ 
riences and work in editorship, his political 
growth, bis religions activity, and his bat­ 
tles with the doctors o f theology. 
No more 
devout man has lived in m odem times 
than Maurice and no English churchm an 
has more deey’y impressed h im self upon 
tlie modern religious world. 
There have 
been no more brilliant men. if we except 
Dean Stanley, and Canon K ingsley, 
lie 
was intellectually a notable figure, the 
memory o f w hich will long live am ong 
Chr'st’an people.

F ollow ing arc the law- o r rules adopted 
for governm ent o f the Sacram ento County 
Im m igration Association, recently organ­ 
ized a - auxiliary to the Northern California 
Association, and for which a canvass is be­ 
ing made for m em b ersh ip: 
COM* OK I.AWS. 
1. T he nam e o f th is A ssociation is th e Sacra­ 
m ento County Im m igration A ssociation. 
2. Its purpose is to prom ote th e general indus­ 
trial interests o f Sacram ento county, by invitin g 
to tlie county a desirable class o f im m igrants, 
and to so oth erw ise ad van ce th e interests o f the 
county as th e A ssociation m ay from tim e to tim e 
d ecid e to be advisable. 
it sh all esp ecially be w ith in its province to 
collect and d issem inate gratuitously reliable in ­ 
form ation ooucerning th e s e c t io n o f th e State in 
w h ich it operates: to aid gratuitously in ten d in g 
settlers in every w ay, by furnishing a careful 
and ex a ct description o f all availab le land s and 
localities : to collect and m ain tain a perm anent 
ex h ib it o f all th e products o f th e d istr ic t: to 
assist in th e settlem ent o f vacan t land s : to d e­ 
v elop ind ustries; 
to encourage m anufactures 
and to ad van ce in every possible w ay th e inter­ 
ests o f th is county. 
4. It is auxiliary to and a sub-association o f 
th e Im m igration A ssociation o f Northern C ali­ 
fornia. form ed in C onvention at Sacram ento on 
th e 16th day o f Septem ber, lsst. 
5. The m anagem ent ol its affairs 'h a il devolve 
upon a Board o f Directors, to consist o f seven 
persons—four o f w hom sh a ll La- perm anent res­ 
idents o f th e city o f Sacram ento, and three o f 
w hom shall be perm anent residents o f tlie eoun- 
1v, outsid e o f th e bounds o f the city. 
’ 6. The Directors sh all la- elected on th e first 
Saturday in October for th e year 188), by the 
A ssociation, and sh all serve for six m o n th s; 
thereafter th e Directors sh a ll be elected by the 
A ssociation on th e first Saturday in April o f 
each year, and sh a ll serve for th e term o f one 
y ear.' 
7. T he Directors 'h a ll lilt vacan cy in th e Board 
o f Directors until th e next election . 
The Di­ 
rectors sh all have th e general supervision and 
m anagem ent o f th e affairs o f th e organization. 
T hey sh all an n u ally elect a Secretary and Treas­ 
urer, to serve both the Board and the A s ->cia- 
tion, and rem ovable at tlieir discretion : and 
such other officers as they m ay deem neeessary 
for th e work ot the A ssociation. 
T hey shall 
choose one o f tlieir ow n num ber to be Pres­ 
ident o f the A ssociation and chairm an o f tlie 
Board o f Directors. 
T hey shall appoint -uch 
standing com m ittees its tlu- Board deem s n eces­ 
sary. 
T hey sh all m ake such rules and regula­ 
tions regarding th e officers, com m ittees and 
servants o f th e A ssociation as they d eem w ise, 
but sh all record «11 such regulations on the 
records o f tlie A ssociation, in th e form o f I- - D - 
lutions adopted. 
They have pow er to prescribe 
th e rules for th eir mi a governm ent. 
T hey m ay 
call special m eetin gs o f th e Association*, and 
m ay subm it am en d m en ts to this code o f laws. 
T hey sh all report to the A ssociation ann ually, 
and "whenever e lse required by the A ssociation, 
a full account o f th eir doings and the state o f 
the accounts and w ork o f th e organization. 
They sh all call a special m eetin g o f th e A ssocia­ 
tion 'w henever so requested by tw enty m em bers 
thereof, in w riting: but for all q ierin l m eetings 
there sh all be g iven at least one w eek ’s notice, by 
publication at least tw ice in at least tw o d aily 
new spapers o f the city o f Sacram ento, and at 
least on ce in at least one new spaper published 
in th e county outside o f the city, w hen there is 
such publication. 
8. H ie President, Secretary and 
Treasurer 
shall perform th e du ties usually incum bent 
lijKm such officers, and by parliam entary law . 
and such other d u ties as th e A ssociation or th e 
Board o f Directors sh all from tim e to tim e d i­ 
rect. 
0. T he m em bership » f the A ssociation shall 
consist r f all such persons resident ¡n th - county 
o f Sacram ento as sh all sign th e roll o f m em ber­ 
ship at any tim e, and pay in ad van ce ann ually 
tin- sum o f s 2. and «11 such persons sh all he en ­ 
titled to sit in (lie cou n cils o f the A ssociation 
am i to vote therein. 
10. Btich bonds shall he required o f officers o f 
th e association us th e Board o f Directors m ay 
determ ine necessary. 
11. The Directors sh all establish and m ain tain 
an office for th e transaction o f business, w h ich 
'h a ll be accessib le to the m em bership at rea­ 
sonable hours, and to the general public at all 
tim es during business hours. 
12. The revenue o f th e A ssociation sh all be de­ 
rived from m em bership annual dues, and from 
voluntary contributions and donations, and from 
such subscriptions as th e Board o f Directors m ay 
procure to be m ade in aid o f tin- work. 
12. The m eetin gs o f th e A ssociation sh all tie 
h eld for th e purpose o f receiving reports, m id 
for th e tran sad ion o f general business, on the 
first Saturday in October and th e first Saturday 
in April o f each year, at th e hour o f 11 a. m .. at 
such place in th e city o f Sacram ento as the 
Board o f Directors siiall indicate; and o f such 
m eetin gs th ere sh all be given lik e notice as for 
special m eetings. 
14. All m oneys o f th e A ssociation sh all lie paid 
ovcrto th e Secretary, and by him at on ce charged 
to th e proper account or oth erw ise entered, and 
sh all forthw ith be paid over to the Treasurer, 
w ho sh all pay out no m on eys excep t on a w ar­ 
rant draw n by th e ch airm an o f th e Board of 
Directors, and certified by the Secretary.

debts sh all tie contracted by the Association or 
its Board o f Directors in e .x e o s o f the available 
revenue. 
15. T his code o f law s m ay be am end ed by a

Som e days since H orace Stevens, a late 
em ploye in tiie State Surveyor-G eneral’s 
office, was arrested mi a w arrant sw orn to 
by tlie Surveyor-G eneral, charging him 
w ith th e em bezzlem ent of State funds. T he 
first charge was th a t he had appropriated 
to his private use $956 o f State m oney. 
An 
adm ission was m ade th at lie had, prior to 
th e discovery o f th e deficiency by th e State 
C ontroller, m ade th e a m o u n t good. 
T he 
second charge w as th at parties had sent 
certain sum s, am ou n tin g to $61, for applica­ 
tions. 
T he sam e could n o t he used, and 
the m oney sh ould have been retu rn ed to 
th e parties sending it. 
Y esterday, in th e I’olice Court, tlie S u r­ 
veyor-G eneral testified th at h e had becom e 
satisfied, from letters on tile in his office 
and tlie books o f W ells. F argo it Co., and 
th e postal departm ent, th a t th e $61 in ques­ 
tion had been received by Stevens, w ho had 
appropriated th e sam e an d no t retu rn ed it 
tu th e parties sending it, as required by 
laAV. 
( '. T. Jones, attorney for Stevens, m oved 
to strik e ou t th e evidence o f Mr. W illey, on 
th e grounds th at if it was not State m oney, 
¡1 State officer could no t tile a charge. 
Tlie 
question was ab ly argued by counsel on 
both sides, and su b m itted to the Judge, 
w ho decided th at th e Surveyor-G eneral had 
110 jurisdiction, and discharged Stevens on 
th a t charge.

Tbe Legislature should, in addition to these 
advantages, recognize the fact that laboring 
men hsve a moral right to employment. 
The object to la* presented >v this : The Sheriff 
of each county should Ik* required by law to 
give employment to all persons who apply, and 
to pay therefor fifty cents for each day’s lal>or. 
And he should have authority to draw on the 
County Treasury, said sums to be paid out of 
any funds in preference to all other claims 
whatsoever. 
\Y«* are living under civilized or unnatural 
conditions. We do not allow a man to sleep in 
the streets, nor to take fruit and vegetables from 
any place for his supjH»rt. We compel him to 
labor !;>r bis living, and if no one will give him 
tabor he must beg. steal or stan e. There will 
always be a large class of men who are perma­ 
nently or temporarily in unfortunate circum­ 
stances, often by reason of their own crime- or 
ignorance. The greater the number of these 
poor mortals, the cheaper labor is to the farmer, 
and the greater the cost to the community for 
jails and charities. 
civ “ each man ready employment at 50 cents 
per diem, and you make him ¿elf-reliant and 
self-respecting.’ You place ambition iu his 
breast and drive out black despair. The man 
who accepts such work is immediately known 
by nil as a better man than he who avoids work 
and begs or steals. 
The ifirmers need many good laborers nt cer­ 
tain seasons, cud need few for the rest of the 
year. The community is asked to support these 
laborers, at the bare cost of living, during tbe 
idle seasons, and to put them at work on the 
roads «>r other public works. As soon n> labor­ 
ers are needed elsewhere, the fanners will select 
the men first who have done faithful work for 
the Sheriff and use them at tin; going rates. 
Now the farmer seeks to drive from his land 
to the cities the laborers as so;»n as he is done 
with them.

An old horseman savs: It yon want to 
buy a horse, don’t believe your own brother. 
Take no man’s word for it. Your eye is 
vour market. Don’t buy a horse in har­ 
ness. Unhitch him and take everything 
off but his halter, and lead him around. 
If he has a eom or is still, or has any other 
failing, you can see it. Let him go by 
himself a way, and if lie strives right into 
anvthing von know lie is blind. No mat­ 
ter how clear and bright his eyes are, he 
can’t see any more than a hat. Back him, 
too. Some horses show their weakness at 
triéi s in that way when they don’t in any 
other. But, lie as smart as you can, you 
will get caught sometimes. Even an ex­ 
pert gets stuck. A horse may look ever so 
nice and go a great pace and yet have Jits. 
There isn’t a man could tell it tiil some­ 
thing happens. Or he may have a weak 
back. Give him tiie whip and off lie goes 
for a mile or two, then all of a sudden he 
s on, in the road. After a rest he starts again, 
hut he soon stops for good, aiul nothing 
but a derrick could move him. The weak 
point- of a horse can lie better discovered 
while standing than while moving. If he 
is sound he will stand firmly and squarely 
0 1 1 his liml s without moving any of them, 
the feet flatly upon the ground, with legs 
plump anti naturally poised; or if the foot 
is lifted from the ground and the weight 
taken from it. disease may he suspected, or 
at least tenderness, which is a precursor of 
disease. If the horse stands with his feet 
spread apart, or straddles with his hind 
legs, there i- a weakness in the loins, and 
the kidneys are disordered. Heavy pull­ 
ing bands the knees. Bluish, milky cast 
ey< - in homes indicate moon-blindness or 
something c!s ■. 
\ bad-tempered horse 
keeps his ears thrown hack. A kicking 
ltte.se is apt to have scafred legs. A 
stiimidiiv lmrse has blemished knees. 
When the skin is rough and harsh,and 
doe*, not move easily to the touch, the 
horse isa heavy eater, and digestion is bad. 
Never buy a horse whose breathing organs 
arc at all impaired. Place your ear at the 
side of the heart, and if a wheezing sound 
is heard it is an indication of trouble. 
The Marysville Appeal has a brief article 
illustrating the relative value of fruit and 
grain a> a crop, in which it says: Down the 
valley five miles from this city is the ranch 
ofT. -11. and U. Millar. It contains 400 
aeres i fland. Two hundred of this are on 
ih>- i tom and over 150 acres are uplands. 
Many years ago, before the results of hy­ 
draulic mining were known or even sus-. 
pected. an orchard of 100 acres were plant­ 
ed mi the bottoms. The fruit experiment 
was a perfect hi ■■• ■-■s. The orchard flour­ 
ished. and although fruit was low it was a 
profitable investment. The-'work of the 
hyb aulK kers began to have its efiects, and 
the orchard became overflowed, and to 
some extent envere»! with sli kens. Several 
hundred trees died, and all of them were 
nmre or less injured. Later there was a 
levee built that cave partial protection to 
the or bard, hut not till about 40 per cent. 
of the trees had died. There are now 
about the number of trees in this orch­ 
ard that there should be on 60 acres of 
land. I he trees left alive have regained a 
comparatively healthy condition, hut are 
not su productive now as they would he if 
tin land was thoroughly protected from 
overflow. The fruit trees are pretty evenly 
divided between the following varieties: 
Apple, pear, peach, apricot, plum, prunes, 
tig ar.d quince. This orchard is rented for 
$ro,5(Mi a year. This is a net rent, the own­ 
ers ¡.ping to no expense whatever in culti­ 
vation. They pay the taxes only. We 
wish every grain-grower in this upper 
country to make a comparison between 
this 60 aeres of fruit land and any 60 acres 
of wheat land he mav have or know of. 
The Mts i-s. Millar are filling up the 
spaces with young frees where the old 
tree- died. They will also set out large 
tracts of laud with fruit trees and vines. 
They a. thoroughly convinced that fruit­ 
growing is the best business of this valley, 
mid that no part of this ¡State has superior 
advantages to this region around Marys­ 
ville.

It 
Is said that if abone is placed in the earth 
near the root of the grape, the vine will 
send out a leading root directly to the 
bone. In its passage it will throw out 
no libers, hut when it reaches the lmne 
the root will entirely cover it with the 
most delicate libers, like lace, each one 
seeking a pore of the bone. On this hone 
the vine niil continue to feed as long as 
nutriment remains to Lie extracted.—

Cotton-picking is now in progress at 
Bakersfield. The Californian says: The 
yield will he better than in former years. 
If the cotton-picking machine, worked 
with a pair of horses which move it along 
Hie rows, of which we see favorable notices 
in the .Southern press, proves to he suc­ 
cessful as is anticipated, cotton-growing 
will become a great and profitable indus­ 
try here. 
In choosing eggs, apply the tongue to the 
large end of the egg, says a poultry fancier, 
and if it feels warm it may be relied on as 
being fresh. Another mode of ascertaining 
the freshness of eggs is to hold them before 
a lighted candle or to the light, and if the 
egg looks clear it will lie tolerably good ; 
thick, it is stale; and if there is a black 
spot attached to the shell it is worthless. 
Take care and remove sprouts and suck­ 
ers that start out near where scions are set 
in engrafted trees, whether the stocks he 
old or young. Do this soon after they 
start, when they can he removed hv thumb 
and inger; otherwise the sap is drawn 
away from the scions needed for their 
gn >w tli.—[ Pra iri< - Farmer. 
Sorghum is successfully raised, says the 
Inyo Independent, at Bishop creek in that 
county. From something less than a half 
acre of ground Mr. MeCrnskey obtained 
this season forty-seven gallons of very fine 
syrup. 1!. A. Clark, it is said, has raised 
sorghum there for several years, and al­ 
ways with success. 
Sheen will eat beans unground, which is 
not the ease with other stock (except occa­ 
sionally), and when ground and fed they 
are among the most nutritious foods 
known, but in the ground or whole state 
beans are fed with better results when 
cooked. 
Pure horse manure is of itself of very 
lit tie value, and becomes more worthless 
when kept under cover. It is too dry and 
hot, and in a short time becomes worth no 
more than the ashes of it. If it is mixed 
with four times its bulk of swamp muck it 
makes a valuable compost. 
A solution made of a tablespoonful of 
saltpeter to four quarts of water is one of 
the best antidotes for tlie rose-bug and 
currant-worm. It is also death to the 
cabbage-worm. Apply with force pump 
or garden syringe. 
A writer says: It is not right to milk 
slowly. It exhausts the patience both of 
the animal and milker. Quickness of 
milking and patience in stripping will 
give the most milk and the most satisfac­ 
tion to the cow. 
Henry Bunckle, says the Plarrr Timea, 
has just harvested a hale of Imps raised on 
his mountain ranch here in Dutch Flat. 
These hops are of a wonderfully fine 
quality. 
Onions are known to he ripe when a 
large share of the tops fall over. Pull, 
dry thoroughly, cut off tlie tops, and sell, 
or store in a dry, cool place, spreading 
thinly. 
Bauds of carpet, bagging, or other fabric 
fastened around the trunks of apple trees 
with a single long tack, will catch many 
sppii-vorms. Examine weekly and kill. 
It has been officially ascertained by the 
French Government that every suggestion 
for tin* cureof vines infested by phylloxera 
lia- proved to lie ulxirtive.

< ’ast iron may lie'so hardened as to resist 
• -titling i-> mi ordinary tile bv the following 
method : When the iron is 1 rought to a 
cherry-red heat sprinkle some cyanide of 
pots sium upon it, raise the temperature 
then a little above red heat, and, lastly, 
dip in the tempering tank. Cyanide oi’ 
potassium may be un-d for case-hardening 
iron also with decided effect. 
Metals may la- covered with glaze or 
enamel as follows: Melt a mixture of 
twenty parts of carbonate of soda, eleven 
of boraeie acid and one hundred and 
twenty-five of broken flint glass, and pour 
tijKiu a -l-mo or nieta! plate. When cool 
pulverize and mix with a water glass so­ 
lution of 50° Baiuuc. Put the paste upon 
the metallic article and melt in mufile. 
It is said that the practice in fa: tories in 
tempering coiled s¡. ■ -1 springs is as follows : 
An iron pot filled with lead is heated -o 
that the lead is a full red, or sufficiently 
hot to raise an inline:--c.! spring to the 
temperature requisite for hardening. The 
spring when hot enough ¡sqnicklv plunged 
into water or lard oil. Then, to draw the 
teui|Hr, a small vessel of linseed oil is 
heated to its boiling point. The spring i- 
dipi rd in the 1 ¡ling oil fora few second.- 
and immediately immersed in cold oil.

Statf of California. 
! 
EXBCUTIVE DE'.'.IETMMJT. ) 
Pursuant to the Constitutlou of the Stab» of 
California, and an Act of the Legislature of the 
State of California entitled " An Act to provide 
for the submission of proposed amendments to 
the Constitution of the State of California to the 
ualitied electors for their approval," approveJ 
March 7 ,1SS3, notice is hereby given that the 
Legislature ot the State of California, at its 
Iweuty-fiflh session, commencing on the first 
Monday alter the first day ot January, A. I). 1883) 
iwo-thirdsot all the members elected to each ot 
the two Houses of said Legislature voting In 
iavor thereof, proposed that Section 1’J of Ar 
tide XI. of the Conssitutiou of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, be ameudo»l so as to read as follows: 
or A m endm ent No. 1. 
Section 19. In any city where there are no 
public works owned ami controlled by the mu­ 
nicipality for supplying the same with water or 
artifieial’light. any individual or any ei ur-any, 
duly incorporated* for su.'h purpose under and 
by authority of the laws of this State, shall, un­ 
der the direction of tiie Superintendent ot 
Streets, or other officer in control thereof, nud 
miller such general regulations ¡us the mtinici 
pality may prescribe for damages, and iiulcni 
uity for damages, have the privilege of using the 
public streets and thoroughfares tin rent', and of 
laying down pipes and conduits therein, aud 
connections tnervwitb. so fax as may lie neces­ 
sary for introducing into and supplying such 
city and its inhabitants either with gaslight nr 
other illuminating light, or with fresh water for 
domestic and all other purposes, upon the con­ 
dition that the municipal government shall 
have the right to regulate the charges thereof. 


And notice is hereby further given, that at:)- ? 
same session two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two Houses voting in 
favor thereof, the said Legislatureproposedthat 
Section 7 of Article IX. of the Constitution ot the 
State of California be amended so as to read as 
follows: 
A m endm ent No. 2. 
S ection 7. The Governor, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, anil the 1’iincipals of the 
State Normal Schools shall constitute the Slate 
Board of Education, and shall compile, or cause 
to be compiled, and adopt a uniform series of 
text books for use iu tiie common schools 
throughout the State. The State Board may 
cause such text books, when adopted, to be 
printed and published by the Superintendent oi 
State Printing at the State Printing Office, and 
when so printed and published, to be distrib­ 
uted and sold at tl>e cost price of printing, pub­ 
lishing and distributing the same. The text 
books so adopted shall continue in use not less 
than four years; aud said State Board shall per­ 
ioral such other duties as may be prescribed by 
law. The Legislature shall provide for a Board 
af Education in each county in theNtate. The 
County Superintendent and the County Boards 
of Education shall have control of the examtn- 
ition of teachers and the granting of teachers’ 
certificates within their respective jurisdictions. 
And notice is hereby flirthcrgiven that the Le­ 
gislature of the State of California, at its twenty- 
fifth (extra) session, commencing on the twenty- 
fourth day of March, A. D. 1S84, two-thtrils ot 
all the memliers elected to each of tiie two 
Houses of said Legislature voting in favortlicre- 
of, propose»! that Section 9 ot Article XIII. ot 
the Constitution of the State of California bo 
amended so as to read as follows: 
A m endm ent No. 3. 
Section 9 A State Board oFEqunlization, con- 
tistiug of one member from each Congressional 
District in this State, as the same existed in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, shall be 
elected by tiie qualified electors ol their respec­ 
tive districts, at the general election to be held 
in ti e year one thousand eight hundred ami 
eightv-six. and at each gubernatorial election 
thereafter, whose term of office shall be for four 
years, whose duty it shall be to equalize the 
valuation of the taxable property In tiie several 
counties of the State for the purposes of taxa­ 
tion. The Controller of State shall be ex officio 
a member of the Board. The Boards ot Super 
visors of the several counties of ttie State shall 
constitute Boards of Equalization for their 
respective counties, whose duty it shall be to 
equalize the valuation of the taxable property 
in the comity for the purpose of taxation; pro­ 
vided. such State and Comity Boards of Equali­ 
zation arc hereby authorized and empowered, 
under such rules of notice as the County Boards 
may prescribe, as to the county assessments, and 
uiiiier such rules of notice as the State Board 
may prescribe as to the action ofthe State Board, 
to increase or lower the entire assessment roll, 
or any assessment contained therein, so as to 
equalize the assessment of the property con­ 
tained in said assessment roll, ami make the 
assessment conform to the true value in money 
of the property contained in said roll; provided, 
that no Boar»! of Equalization shall raise any 
mortgage, deed of trust, contract or other obli­ 
gation by which a debt is secured, money or 
solvent credits, above its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board of Equalization shall continue 
in office uulil their successors, us herri.'i pro­ 
vided for. shall be elected and shall qualify. 
The Legislature shall have power io redistrict 
the State into four districts as nearly equal in 
population as practical, and to provide for tiie 
elections of memliers of said Board of Equaliza­ 
tion. 
Each amendment shall be voted upon sepa 
rately from the others, by ballot, at the next 
general election, to be holdcn on TUESDAY, 
he 4th day of NOVEMBER, A. D. 1881. Tiie 
ballots used at such election shall contain the 
words: “ For the Amendment No. 1,” or the 
words "Against the Amendment No. 1;” "For 
the Amendment No. 2,” or the words “ Against 
the Amendment No. 2:" “ For the Amendment 
No. 3,” or the words “ Against the Amendment 
No. 3," written or printed thorcou.

An unfavora­ 
ble ruling.of the Judge would be followed 
by a hasty abandonm ent of the seat of ju s­ 
tice, and tin* ju ry w hen looked upon soon 
clamored for release to meet engagements 
more pressing than the suit.

A t S o’clock in the morning we started 
mi the Ferro Curril Railroad for Kin Sucio. 
We rode until 4 in the afternoon through 
a wonderful country. 
On cither side for 
miles were hundreds of banana plantations 
in different stages of growth. 
One can 
form some idea of the vast number of 
bananas consumed when they see these 
plantations and hundreds of thousands of 
bunches ready for shipment. 
As 
we 
whizzed through the woods fresh beauties 
would greet the idea. 
The tallest tree I 
evi r saw, with apparensly no hark, loomed 
against the sky : then a forest of cocoa 
palm, <a tus and many other beautiful 
trees, and below a perfei t jungle of shrtib 
and undergrowth. 
In these very tall trees 
are tin* orchids, or air plants, so choice and 
expensive in the N orth. 
T heir scarlet 
blossoms are very conspicuous in the midst 
of so much green. 
From Ri*i.Sucio avc started for San Jose 
on horseback, and immediately began tlie 
ascent of the m ountain. 
There was some­ 
thing about our situation so awe-inspiring 
that for a time we rode on ui silence. The 
dizzy bights above, the high Avail on one 
side and gulf of valleys on the other, re­ 
vealed by the dim light of the lantern 
which light our pathway. 
T he scene was 
grand beyond description. As we ascended 
avc could see the mountains high, high 
aliove ns, ami looking down, the valley far, 
far beneath.

These beds have three or four advantages 
over tlie old-fiisliioned style, which cannot 
be over estim ated.
